tion, the women proposed the formation of a 
commission to study the problem and outline 
the most scientific scheme for disposing of the 
city’s waste. 

** Club women of Chicago,” said Miss Anna 
Nicholes of the Woman's City club. “ar 
aroused to the fullest. Fiften thousand of 
them, embracing most of the clubs as repre- 
sented at a recent conference, are deter- 
mined to do all they can to block the gar- 
bage steal. I say steal, for that’s what ‘t 
would be for the city to renew a contract 
paying out $47,000 a year to a company that 
makes some $300,000 annua! profit on the gar- 
bage. | 

For a Permanent Solution. 


“That, however, would not solve the prob- 
lem permanently. e want experts to inves- 
tigate and point out to Chicago the best 
means of disposing of waste. Perhaps¥n- 
cinerators ‘are the best. But let the experts 
decide. As an ultimate system, however, 
it seems certain the only logical thing is s 
cleansing t under the health de- 
partment for complete supervision of the 
garbage removal. At present the health, san- 
itary, police, and other departments dab in 
the garbage proposition, without centraliza- 
tion. without effective. efficient results.”

PEKING, Feb, 16.—President-elect. Yuan 
Shi Kai of the republic of China had his 
queue cut off today in order to signify his 
acceptance of republican customs as well 
as constitutions : 

He had courteously retained his queue 
while he éarrving on the negotiations 
with the imperial! clans for the abdication of 
the throne and the establishment of the re- 
public. The same consideration promptet 
him to express the wish that there should pe 
not public rejoicings, over his election as 
president of the new republic. 

Praises Dr. Sun Tat Sen. 

In an interview today .Yuan Shi Kai sald: 

“Owing to lack of experience the repub- 
lican government will make many errors. 
Having been elected president of the re- 
public, I will undertake the task. 

Yuan sald he bad a great admiration for 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen, who had shown himself 
a true patriot: 
Yuan is determined not to go to Nanking 
and is endeavoring to persuade the Nanking 
assembly that his presence there Is not neces- 
sary, at the same time pointing out the dan- 
gerous possibility of the moharchical party 
endeavoring to reéstablish itself in power. 


Fears Trouble in Manchuria. 

He also told them of the threatening situa- 
tion in Manchuria, where foreign interven- 
tion d probable if contfol is relaxed. There 
is also danger, he considers, of anarchy in 
the northern provinces, and the Manchu 
troops are difficult to control. 


HONOR TO SLAIN AMERICANS, 
VICTIMS OF NICARAGUAN PLOT. 


Bodies of Cannon and Groce, Executed 
as Rebels, Will Be Brought to This 
Country for Burial. 


—The bodies of Leroy Cannon of Harrisburg, 
Pa., and Leonard G. Groce of Galveston, 
Tex. who were executed by order of Presi- 
dent Zelaya in 1909 after they had been cap- 
tured with the revolutionary army, will be 
exhumed and sent to the United States 
March 5. 


It was during the revolution in 1909 against 
President Zelaya that Groce and Cannon 
were captured by the forces of Zelaya and 
executed.

SHE SEEKS LARGE ALIMONY. 


Mre. Albert Gallatin Wheeler Jr., in 
Separation Suit, Says She Can’t Live 
on $6,000 Given Her. 


New York, Feb. 16—Testifying in a suit 
for separatlon on the ground of abandonment 
Mrs. Albert Gallatin Wheeler Jr., formerly 
Claudia Carlstedt in comic opera, pictured 
in the Supreme court today the splendor in 
which she had lived with Wheeler and de- 
clared it was impossible for her to live on the 
$6,000 a year her husband had allowed her 
since he left her. 

Wheeler, who was a member of the Wall 
street firm of J. B. Russell. & Co., which was 
recently dissolved, contended that he was 
unable to pay more than $100 a month all- 
mony. His attorney said the abandonment 
was because Mrs. Wheeler was of too artis- 
tic a temperament.” 

Mrs. Wheeler said her husband had an in- 
come of $140,000 a year when he left her, that 
he had once borrowed. $2,000,000 from E. H.

She told 
of apartments which they had in New York 
where it cost $25,000 just to keep the fur- 
nishings in order and to run the automobiles,” 
and of long trips in Wheeler’s private car, 
which had cost $6,000 a week.

This precludes the poesibility of a court 
martial. Gen. Ainsworth’s voluntary appli- 
cation for retirement quashes any charges 
against him.”

Friends of Gen. Ainsworth in the house 
of representatives, who resented the charge 
that the adjutant general had been surrepti- 
tlously giving information to the military 
affairs committee, were planning to institute 
an investigation into the war department. 

Chairman Hay of the committee declared 
tonight that so far as he was concerned the 
officer's decision ended the agitation in con- 
gress. 


Moves for Consolidation.

PLAN TO BURY MAINE’S DEAD; 
WILL SINK WRECK IN GULF. 


Skeletons of Victims of Disaster Will Be 
Buried in Arlington Cemetery with 
Full Military Honors. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—Impressive 
funeral services for the bodies of sailors re- 
covered from the wrecks of the battleship 
Maine and for the remains of the battleship 
itself have been arranged by the United 
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States and Cuba. 

Shortly after March 4 it is expected the 
twisted mass which had jain fourteen years 
in the Havana harbor mud will be towed 
out into the gulf of Mexico and sunk. The 
armored cruiser North Carolina and the 
scout cruiser Birmingham, with the recov- 
ered skeletons aboard, will convoy the Maine 
to its Gnal resting place. 

When deep water is reached crews will be 
called to quarters, a funeral march will be 
played, three volleys will be fired, and as 
all that is left of the old Maine disappears a 
bugler will sound taps. 

The Birmingham will bring the skeletons 
to Washington for burial in Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery.

Threats of a general lockout in the build- 
ing industry of.

The employers have announced that they 
will not sign any new working agreements or 
listen to any demands for increased wage 
scales until all jurisdictional disputes be- 
tween the unions have been settled. 

The Chicago Building Trades council, 
which was torn to pieces last year by the 
jurisdictional fight between the plumbers 
and the steamfitters, announced at a meet- 
ing last night that it was prepared to rein- 
state a number of unions, The hoisting en- 
gineers were reseated at the meeting. 


More Seek Reinstatement. 

Other organizations, including the carpen- 
ters, painters; and building laborers, which 
are the largest building trade ‘unions in the 
city, are reported to be applicants for rein- 
statement in the council. All organi- 
zations, with the exception of the laborers? 
left the council out of sympathy for the 
steamfitters. The local organisation of the 
buliding laborers, which has 16,000 members, 
is negotiating for membership ‘with the na- 
tional organization. When this is effected 
it is said the laborers will join the local 
building trades council. 

The working agreements of twelve Chicago 
building trades organizations expire at the 
end ot next month. Negotiations between 
them and the employers since the first of the 
year have disclosed the intention of the con- 
tractors to refuse new contracts until the 
disputants have effected a complete recon- 
cifation among themselves. 


Plan $30,000,000 in Buildings, 
The Employers. Construction association, 
which was organized last year for the pur- 
pose of forcing labor unions either to adjust 
their troubles or withstand a lockout; has 
told a number of labor leaders to declare a 
genera] truce if they wanted to avoid trouble. 
This association is composed of all the big 
contractors in every line of construction 
work. 

Plans now are prepared for buildings ag- 
gregating more than $30,000,000 In cost, ac- 
cording tosarchitects.

Expert on “Log Cabin” Design. 

Every Wednesday they gather at the Wood- 
lawn Presbyterian church to spend an after- 
noon about an old fashioned quilt frame . 
working three-quarters of an Inch squares 
of the century's looms, or sending invisible 
stitches into log cabin patterns, the in- 
tricate old maid's pusszle,“ or the showy 
„ gunrise design. 

Their chairman, Mrs. Sarah E. Tuttle, who 
is 88 years old, is the oldest member of the 
group of sixteen, but she holds her office 
not by right of age but right of physica) 
ana mental activity.

Not only do they quilt their own patch- 
work, but they finish the unquilted patchwork | 
that has been inherited, and this, having be- 
come widely known, rare quilts come not only 
from all over the city into their hands, but 
from out of the city as well.

Would Preserve the Art.

The league believes that 
the voters are interested in preventing a re- 
turn by the council to the old ‘ aldermanic 
courtesy system, under which measures 
have been adroitly referred to committees to 
which they did not belong, to be then pock- 
eted and held in subcommittees by discred- 
ited aldermen. The object of such maneu- 
vers is apparent. 


Voting Machines. 

The council was confronted with a dif- 
ficult proposition when it recently was asked 
to appropriate $188,500 to pay for voting 
machines contracted for by the election 
commissioners. The entire’ contract calls 
for 1,000 machines at a price aggregating 
almost $1,000,000. 

“That most aldermen bgiieved the con- 
tract to be improvident, if nothing worse. 
seemed clear. Many favored the policy of 
leaving the voting machine company to es- 
tablish its rights by a suit against the city, 
but the majority, in view of the opinion of 
the corporation counsel that the board of 
election commissioners had power to make 


the contract. and that the contract consti- 


tuted an obligation against the city, decided 
in favor of making the appropriation. 
“The public should understand clearly 


the making of the contract and that ac- 
cording. to the opinion of the corporation 
counsel they could take no action which 
wauld release the city from liability under 
it. There would seem to be no reason, how- 
ever, why the council should not, through its 
committee on elections or some other com- 
mittee take care that the city is protected 
by scrutinizing the machines when they are 
delivered and seeing that they comply with 
the terms of the contract.”

If neither of the above meets with approval. 
assess each school 16 per cent of the net receipts 
from all athletic contests. 

At least $1,000 is needed annually to carry 


the athletic association through the school 
year. Although the board had a surplus in 
its treasury last ‘September, the increased 
expenres have so weakened the bank acconnt that 
it is not likely there will be enough to carry It 
through to June 1. At that time bills for outdoor 
track and baseball seasons will make their ap- 


pearance. 
Committee to Take Up Matter. 


The matter will be placed in the hands of a 
committee to be selected by Presideht Mess 
and the state of affairs will be discussed with the 
School heads.

NOT MUCH, BUT SOMETHING. 

There hardly can fail to be a beginning 
made at last upon a parcels post. The Re- 
publican administration favors it. The pro- 
gressive Republicans, at least in the sen- 
ate, favor it, and, doubtless, not a few Re- 
publican members who are not classed 
progressives. And now the 5 
house committee on postoffice and post- 
roads has included in the postoffice appro- 
priation bill a provision for a parcels post 
limited to rural routes. 

This provision is not the sort of a meas- 
ure that a very innocent observer of Ameri- 
ean politics would expect from a party sup- 
posed to be throbbingly sympathetic with 
the plain people, It is extremely conserva- 
tive. But it is better than nothing. It will 
permit the rural mall carrier to carry fourth 
class. matter on his route instead of travel- 
ing with an average load of perhaps one- 
tenth of the capacity of his wagon. 

But he can carry only mail between points 
on his route. His service will be local. 
Thus the bugaboo of the small merchant— 
the mail order honse—is overcome. 

Packages, instead of being limited to four 
pounds, may be increased to eleven, and the 
rates are reasonable. 

If nothing better than this beginning ean 
be hoped for from the Democratic house, the 
local convenience of farmers, at least, will 
be served. A farmer will not have to hitch 
up to get a spool of thread or a can of kero- 
sene, and the village store will be benefited 
I the village store will meet its new op- 
portunity. by supplying itself with what 
farmers need instead of leaving enterprise 
and progress to the city rivals it fears. 

But the Democratic measure should not 
be accepted as it is without a fight for a 
better one. The restrictions are preposter- 
ous, and the friends of the parcels post 
should open up every channel of influence 
to force some substantial amendment er, if 
possible, even a new bill. \ 

And the Republicans will make a great 
mistake if they do not force the fighting beth 
in the house and the senate. 


RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE, 


Tae Tribune is in receipt of a copy of a 
communication from Postmaster Oampbell 
to First Assistant Postmaster General 
Grandfield. This communication takes up 
seriatim the concrete cases of delayed de- 
livery discussed in Tun Trisvuyp editorial 
of Feb. 18, headed “ Wrecking the Railway 
Mail Service.” 

If either of these officials or the postmas- 
ter general is satisfied with this report his 
standard of efficiency is a good deal lower 
than that of the business community he is 
supposed to serve.

TAKES ISSUE ON DIRT BANDS. 
L. J. A. writes: “I have read your mis- 
taken but ingeniows .explanation upon dirt 
bands, and wish to say that dirt bands on 
ceilings and the upper half of side walls, al- 
though side walls were not mentioned, are 
the result of very different causes. These 
dirt bands are much narrower than the clean 
bands. The spaces between the lathes arg 
much narrower than the lath. The bands 


show much sooner on new walls that have 


never been coated or papered. The side wails 


show no bands from floor up to half the 
height of the room, and do from there up to 
the ceiling. They get darker as you near the 
ceiling. The plaster being porous, air con- 


tinually filters through into the room near | 


the floor, and out of the room at and near 
the celling. The air being laden with dust, 
the plaster acts as a filter, and as the air 
leaves the room through spaces between 
the laths the dust is filtered out and depos- 
ited on the plaster. The narrow dirt bands 
are the result. The room breathes, as it were. 
A new bullding cannot be closed up so tight 
that theair is not being changed often enough 
to insure healthy conditions. This subject 
should have more attention from sanitarians. 
A new building is harder to heat than an old 
one, for the reason that more cold air gets 
in and more warm air gets out througli new 
Plaster than is possible after the walls and 
ceiling have been sedled up with sizing, cal- 
oimine, paint, paper, etc. There is not so 
much occasion to worry abopt badair so long 
as the pores are open so‘that the room can 
breathe, but when it gets old, pores closed 
up and air tight, then other means of ven- 
tilation must be looked to or trouble will 
result. Do you think this subject of enough 
importance to warrant builders in trying to 
erect buildings that ‘breathe’? In my first 
residence we inserted a mall register in the 
baseboard in each room and left an alr pas- 
sage between the studs to the attic Dur- 
ing cold weather there was always a current 
of air through the registers out of the room. 
Does bad alr rise to the ceiling or fall to thé 
floor? Should ventilating registers be — 
near the floor or near the ceiling?” . 


REPLY.

An unsized, unpainted building te harder 
to beat than one that has been painted, sized, ete.,

To use the term ‘‘preathe,” in regard to the small 
flow of air through the walle, will be misleading. 
Bad air rises to the ceiling or falls to the flocs, 
according as the air is heated or cooled in the room. 
The worst air in the room is that in the portion to 
which the air blows. The location of the registers 
depends om the methods of heating and ventilation 
used,

Bernstorff’s transfer from Wash- 

ington to London are premature, 

there is no doubt that the post of 
German ambassador to the court of 
St. James is about to become vacant and thet 
he has 4 fair chance of realizing his ambition 
of returning as chef de mission to the land of 
his birth. He came into the world on the 


banks of the Thames, where his fatner was 


German @mbassador at the time and where 
he spent. the first six years of his life, a fact 
to which he is indebted, probably, for his 
rather English than Teuton sense of humor. 

If there is a chance for Bernsto-ff in the 
British metropolis, where he spent some 
years after his marriage as escretary of the 
German embassy, it is because the position 
of the present Ge n ambassador there, 
Count Paul Wolff-Metternich, bas besvme 
absolutely, untenable. In Germany he is 
taxed with too gréat partiality for the Eng- 
lish and was handicapped by this when first 
aocredited to England as ambassadcr. In- 
deed, his appointment was attacked on that 
score. 8 

To relieve himself of this imputation he has 
particularly in moments of crisis been 
obliged to show a greater degree of firmness 
than the occasion warranted, and hes man- 
aged to offend the English authorities, in par- 
ticular Sir Edward Grey, to such an extent 
as to find it difficult to hold converse with 
him any longer. 

In fact, the emperor has been given to 
understand that the efforts to restore-friend- 
ly relations between London and Berlin will 
be benefited by the appointment of some 
other diplomat in the place of Wolff-Metter- 
nich. Lord Haldane’s visit to Berlin last 
week is believed to have had among its ob- 
jects that of convincing the kaiser that it 


would be better for both countries if the 


count were recalled, 

That Emperor William is certain to lend an 
ear to this suggestion may be gathered from 
the fact that much diseatisfaction preveils 
against the count in Official circles at Berlin, 
where, rightly or wrongly, he is credited 
with not having kept either William II. or his 
government acquainted with the true char- 
acter of the situation in England and with 
having allowed it to become envenomed to 
such a degree that the emperor suddenly 
found himself on the brink of war with Great 


Britein.

That Wolff- Metternich should have ceased 
to be persona grata in England is amazing, 
for it is generally understood that he owed 
his appointment in the fall of 1901 largely to 
King Béward, who had mentioned him to the 
kaiser, not only as being most agreeable to 
hime@elf but also as enjoying widespread 
popularity and confidence in Bnglish society 
and among the English people.

descended in a direct Mne from Guelphus of 
Metternich, a place across the Moselle, look- 
ing north from Coblens. Eventually the 
name of Guelph was modernized, somewhere 
about the fourteenth or fiftenth century, ifito 
Wolff, for a tomb of the sixteenth century in 
the cathedral of Treves bears the inscription 
of Lothar Wolff-Metternich, who was prince 
bishop of that place. 

The Wolff-Metternichs of those days were 
magnates of the Moselle rather than of 
the Rhine. Their castles commanded the 
palatinate, and consequently they suffered 
heavily when the French invaded that prov- 
ince in the time of Louls XIV. and destroyed 
everything on which they could lay hands. 
The ruins of these castles are still extant. 

Beilstein stands as a picturesque shell 
above the Moselle at one of the most striking 
points of that beautiful river, and the tower 
of the Winneburg forms a landmark on the 
highest point behind Cochem and is generally 
regarded as the principal, if not original, seat 
of the family. 

— 

It ist the latter that the Austrian Met- 
ternichs take their designation of Metter- 
nich-Winneburg. Of that branch the most 
prominent and distinguished member in the 
latter part of the eighteenth century was 
Count George Metternich-Winneburg® The 
treaty. of Lune ville robbed him of his estates 
on the Moselle and, in compensation, he re- 
ceived the abbey of Ochsenhausen, while in 
1808 at the last meeting of the old imperial 
diet he was presented to ita members by the

Sauce.—Stir together one teaspoon of but- 
ter, one of flour, and one or more of sugar— 
according to taste—and add slowly a cup of 
boiling water.

As in the annual plum pudding, apples may 
be used in the simple suet pudding.
